A bout Tw o Large Gasoline T a n k s

What appears to have been a de­ 


liberate and 
fairly well calculated 
attempt to destroy by Are the store 


of W. G. Fawcett was made early this 
morning. 
About 6 o’clock a fire was noticed 
among some boxes in the rear 
of 
Fawcett’s store on East Main street 
An alarm was sent in, and while the 
patrolmen were making arrangements 
to run out, a telephone call stated 
that it was a 
small blaze in some 
boxes. 
Patrolmen Ressler and White 
started for the scene, each with 
a 
large Babcock extinguisher on his 
back. 
They worked for nearly half 
an hour, and after using all the fluid 
in their extinguishers managed to put 
the blaze out. 
In the rear of the store there are 
a lot of boxes and barrels, some filled 
with excelsior and other infiammab'e 
packing material. 
It is believed 
that 
at an earlv 
hour this morning some person with 
malicious intent 
entered the yard, 
piled some of the boxes and barrels 
abont two gasoline tanks which stand 
there, set fire to the pile and rati 
away. 
The fire smoldered for some 
time owing to the fact that snow was 
on the material, and finally broke out 
in a blaze and was discovered as be­ 
fore stated. 
The gasoline 
tanks 
arc isolated 
from the main store, and arc locked 
up in small buildings. 
One of 
the 
tank buildings 
was burned 
alm ost 
through before the patrolmen got the 
fire out. 
There 
was 
probably 100 
gallons of gasoline in the two tauks. 
Naturally the presence of fin* 
so 
close to such a quantity of gasoline 
created great 
excitem ent 
in 
that 
neighborhood for some little time. 
In speaking 
of 
the m atter this 
morning Mr. Faw cett said: 
“la my mind is was a clear case of 
-in attem pt on the part of some per­ 
son to burn me out. 
There were no 
boxes or barrels d o se to the tanks, 
and whoever Started 
the fire evi­ 
dently piled a lot of material around 
the tanks, thinking that such an act 
would 
do 
the 
business’ when the 
match was applied. 
The fire must 
have been started 
before daylight, 
but owing to the snow the stuff did 
not burn rapidly. 
The fire may have 
been smoldering for two hours before 
it broke out in a blaze, 
it ¡s fortu­ 
nate that the m atter turned out as it 
did. 
However, had the blaze reached 
the gasoline tanks it is not likely 
there would have been an explosion 
but <>ne of the finest blazes ever seen 
in Kalem would have resulted. 
Oaso- 
line in tanks rarely explodes, but It 
m akes a hot fire. 
The tanks are so 
far from the main store that unless 
there had been an explosion the fire 
could not have 
reached any build­ 
ings." 
The m atter will 1** thoroughly in 
vestig&ted and, it is said, there are 
sorn*1 good clues to work cm.
